except some more detailed account

The original foundation 
of 
all 
these entei prises was characteris­ 
ed by the most astonishing “high 
finance." 
They 
were capitalized 
by pyramiding credit 
on 
credit, 
with little or no actual money ex­ 
cept that raised by public taxation 
and already dedicated to other pub­ 
lic purposes 
It was the effort to 
lift a whole business structure by 
pulling on Its own boot-st-aps. 
First was the Rank of North Da­ 
kota. 
Bonds were authorized by 
law to the extent of $2,000,000 to 
capitalize this bank, but before it 
could be started, the nation-wide 
boycott of North 
Dakota 
securi­ 
ties was on and the bonds did not 
sell. 
A law was passed requiring 
the state and all political sub-divi­ 
sions. down to the sm allest school 
district, to deposit

funds in this state bank.

W hen the fire w a. discovered, 
Father M. D. Lafreniore, chaplain 
of the institution, 
rushed to the

With the finding of the bodies of 
two negro babies In a

Savage late today, tbe 
total 
of 
known dead was raised to nine. 
When the cyclone 
struck 
the 
town, entire fam ilies were blown 
into the river and som e may have 
been swept to death, Mrs. Rich 
said. 
Mrs, Rich declared her home 
was blown a block and deposited 
in the river by the gale. 
Seven members of the family of 
Cyrus Maury, a 
neighbor, 
were 
toesed in the stream when their 
home was blown - abou t 
Mabry 
managed to save a daughter, IO, 
one son, aged 12, and bis sister-in- 
law, but other members 
of

family are among the missing. 
Mabry rescued Mrs. Rich from 
the Icy water and she was rushed 
here by her sister for medical at­ 
tention.

Majority Cloture 
One means to be considered In 
the next Congress will be applica­ 
tion of cloture by a majority vote. 
At present, a two-thirds’ vote of 
the Senate is required to put a 
limitation on debate. Even then, 
ninety-six hours of discussion is 
possible, and an even longer time 
can be consumed by resorting to 
various subterfuge not scorned by 
Senators wishing to delay mat- 
tsrs. 
After a majority had decided 
that unlimited debate had gene 
long enough, no Senator would be' 
permitted to speak longer than an 
hour on the pending question, nor 
more than once. One suggestion 
would make the limitation half 
an hour on a bill and fifteen min­ 
utes on any amendment pending 
or offered. 
Another proposal la that of Sen­ 
ator Curtis, Kansas, chairman of 
the rules committee, one of the 
least talkative men In tha Senate. 
Curtis would provide that Sena­ 
tors 
must 
speak 
only 
on 
the 
pending 
business, and 
that, 
lf 
called to order, they must at once 
get back to the proper text or be 
a second time admonished. 
If 
they offend twice, they must ait 
down and can only apeak again 
by permission of the Senate, giv­ 
en through a vote of tha majority. 
And to prevent such instances 
being used to aid filibusters, Cur­ 
tis would have all questions under 
tbs proposed rule decided with­ 
out debate. 
Ha believes such a rule, strictly 
enforced, would ruin many a fili­ 
buster, and would at any rate, im­ 
measurably speed up Senatorial 
t business. There is now no bound- 
isry within which a Senator must 
t stay when speaking. Hts field is 
tha world, no matter what ta be­ 
fore the Senate. 
Two-Hour Limit 
Still a third suggestion for prc^ 
venting time wasting is a general 
nile to apply to consideration of 
all major billa that no Senator 
shall, without express permission 
from the Senate, speak 
longer 
than two hours on any subject at 
one time. 
But, 
while 
modern conditions 
have given rise to this demand 
that the Senate be less garrulous 
and more active, there are those 
who feel that speeding up of the 
Senatorial machinery would work 
harm rather than good to the Am­ 
erican people. Among them is Sen­ 
ator Stanley, Democrat, of Ken­ 
tucky, who recently complained 
that too many laws are enacted 
by Congress, and that, lf the Sen­ 
ate were geared up to greater 
speed, the multiplicity of laws 
would be even worse. 
And when Stanley said, there 
might come a time when “he who 
Is born in these United States 
and keeps tha greater part of all 
the laws and ordinances that are 
made for our guidance, need never 
be born again. And in Heaven,

United States arm F. in a communi­ 
cation to the National Geographic 
Society. 
"Aeronautics 
is 
progressing 
m ost rapidly at this 
time 
both 
from a 
rcientiflc 
standpoint—as 
far as the development of flying 
machines of all kinds is concerned 
—and also in the art of actually 
handling and flying planes,” Gen­ 
eral Mitchell writes. 
Can Rise Vertically 
"A speed of 200 miles an hour 
has been accomplished. 
To rise 
vertically from the ground is an 
accomplished fact. We are able to 
fly at night, through the storm* 
and through the fog. 
Our worst 
enemy is fog. near the ground, and 
even there we are making prog­ 
ress in elim inating fog over our 
landing fields. 
"Radio telegraphy makes it pos­ 
sible for us to talk from plane to 
plane, from the 
ground 
to 
the 
plane, and from the plane to the 
ground. 
Radio is also 
able 
to 
guide us to our landing fields or 
to any place th at we desire to go. 
In fact, airplanes can be sent on 
long journeys with no living pilots 
in them, but controlled by 
gyro­ 
scopic instrum ents. 
These 
auto­ 
matically controlled airplanes rise 
from the ground and fly at w hat­ 
ever altitude is set. 
Radio Controlled Plane Fleet 
“In addition, by the aid of radio 
Impulses, their courses 
may 
be 
changed or, if blown off the course 
by the wind, they may be brought 
hack to IL Airplanes may be con­ 


trolled by radio from the air aa 
well as from the ground, so th at It 
I* entirely within the realm of pos­ 
sibility th at an airplane, with its 
crew, may start out and control a 
num ber of others flying near and 
around it. 
"A ircraft are the only things In 
existence that are able to deliver 
their cargoes at a station in - the 
air. 
Nothing can compete 
with 
them In this respect, so that, from 
a m ilitary standpoint, when it is 
desired to deliver a bomb, gun, or 
observer, w herever they will have 
the m ost effect on sn enemy, air­ 
craft have no equals. 
“Each day sees un increase in 
the radius of action of 
the 
air­ 
plane. 
In our own air service the 
airnlane has remained 
aloft

thirty-flve hours and during that 
tim e has covered some 8000 miles. 
The distance from Ireland to New­ 
foundland Is only 1700 miles. One 
of 
the 
great 
Zeppelin 
airships 
turned out by the Germans could 
carry sufficient fuel to go around 
the world at the latitude of New 
York. 
Operating Coat Reduced 
"From a commercial standpoint, 
as a means of transportation for 
passengers and freight, 
the 
air­ 
plane is expensive, hut the saving 
in tim e I* tremendous. 
Gradually 
the operatlne cost is 
being

duced. so that aerial 
m eans 
of 
transportation are becoming more 
and more able to 
compete 
with 
transportatiop on land and water. 
“During this re a r our own post­ 
office departm ent will establish a

23 Cases to Total for 
Past Year Period 


SUICIDE TOLL IS TEN 


One Man Goes to Gallows; 
Eight Killed While At 
Work On Oil Rigs 


Th© automobile in Orang© coun­ 
ty proved a powerful weapon In 
the hands or the Grim Reaper dur­ 
ing the past twelve months, a sur­ 
vey of Coroner C. D. Brown’s rec­ 
ords today showed.* 
Of the m deaths, which neces­ 
sitated the attendance of the cor­ 
oner since March 17, 1922, 23 were 
caused directly by automobiles, It 
was learned. 
At least 65 of the deaths which 
Brown investigated were found to 
be from natural causes. 
The sud­ 
denness, or the strange 
circum­ 
stances surrounding the passing of 
these persons, made bis lnvetiga- 
tious necessary. 
By far a greater number of men 
went to the great beyond suddenly. 
W hereas the records showed that 
inquests 
or 
investigations 
had 
been conducted In the deaths of 
104 m&lea, the names of only 26 j 
women were included in the list. | 
Perhaps the strangest cause of 
death was given as a “kick from a 
bourse. ’ 
Ten deaths were self Inflicted; ' 
five were listed aa murder, and one 
wng described as justifiable homi­ 
cide. 
The hazardousness of oil drill­ 
ing was Illustrated in the fact that 
eleht men went to death while at 
work around rigs In the Orange 
county oil fields. 
One m in went to the gallows, as 
the result df, two deaths 
listed. 
One Is in Ban Quentin as a result 
of another murder. 
Only one of the persons killed In 
traffic accidents was a pedestrian. 
Three were killed when automo­ 
biles and trains collided. 
Liquor Claims Victim 
Liquor claimed one victim dur­ 
ing the year. 
The man 
waa 
a 
prisoner at the county jail when 
he died. 
The cause of death waa 
given as acute alcoholism. 
Two were killed while they were 
riding In wagona or horse drawn 
vehicles.

unknown to fame. There were only two or three oth­ 
er guests. 
The host is said to have prepared and 
served the dinner himself. 
And he received this 
tribute from the famous senator: 
"I have known Presidents, many of them; I have 
mixed with cabinet officers; indeed I have made 
some. 
I have beer. friends with great judges, am­ 
bassadors, statesm en, representatives of kings and 
potentates. 
But there is one friend whose memory 


enrolled In all branches of the m ilitary and naval 
service.
